Newport, Ky., April 27.—The fea- 


ture of today's proceedings in the Scott 
Jackson trial was the ruling of the 
court that all the testimony heretofore 
given about statements made by Jack- 
son or 'Walling as to what the other 
did in connection with the Pearl Bryan 
murder, is not to be considered by the 
jury. 
In-other words, Jackson and 


Walling are not competent witnesses 
against, each other. This is a victory 
for tho defense and leaves the prosecu- 
tion only such statements as Jackson 
made concerning himself to re^ly on. 
The question arose iu the examination 
of Detective Crini, who was about to 
tell what he heard when tho first pri- 
vate examination of Jackson and Wall- 
ing was made before Chief Deitsch. 
He was about to testify about a second 
examination 
held privately in the 


house of detention when the defense, 
after drawing out the fact that .some, 
other officer brought the prisoners from' 
the cell to the place of examination, 
raised the point that Crim's testimony 
was incompetent until it was shown 
that no other person had made any 
threats or offered any inducements to 
the defendant concerning what he 
should say at the examination. 
This 


question is being argue. 


Grim is beginning to testify to the 


finding of a privet leaf on the ground 
where the body was found and to hav- 
ing seen tracks on the bank above 
where the body was found, apparently 
made by the rubbers which Pearl 
Bryan wore.

The court sustained the defendant's 


objection, which rules out all the state- 
ments made by Walling about Jackson. 
Crim then told what he overheard 
when Jackson and Walling were put 
together in a sensitive cell the day they 
were brought from Cincinnati to New- 
port.

Walling if it was he who [told the re- 
porters that somebody was furnishing 
him whisky and tobacco. 
Walling 


said, "No." Jackson said, "You're 
all right,'' then talked about how they 
would be taken over the river. Finally 
Jackson said: "Wallie, you stand par 
when you get over there." and after 
that their talking became indistinct. 


John W. Legner, a saloon keeper, 


told of Jackson leaving a vali.se in his 
saloon Saturday, Sunday and Monday 
nights after the murder and taking il, 
away each night. 
He identified the 


valise as the one shown belonging to 
Pearl Bryan.
